attorney, who set out tin* far-t that 
the deceased negotiated a loan from 
the bank on February 1, 1923, con­ 
tained in two notes for $2,<>00 each, 
and each note was credited with a 
payment of $100, making the total 
demand of $5,000 and interest from 
that time. The statement was brief. 
The defence was represented 
in 
the opening statement by Douglass 
Morris, attorney, lie stated that Mr. 
Junken did not sign the notes 
in 
question, and evidence would he in 
traduced to that effect, lie 
stated 
that ¡1 such notes were signed, tin 
signatures, in the opinion <d* his u _ 
dow, were forged and that she would 
testify to that. Mr. Morris 
stated 
that the signatures, while not genu­ 
ine, were good forgeries. 
The attorney stated that as far as 
anyone knew, Mr.. 
Junken 
never 
•signed a note during his life, 
and 
that he was financially able at 
all 
times to meet his expenses. Mr. Mor­ 
ris stated that on the date the two 
alleged notes were signed, that evi­ 
dence would be introduced to show 
that, the deeeased had on deposit in 
the Rushville National Bank more 
that $8,000, The attorney stated that 
no reason could he assigned for Air. 
Junken borrowing more than $5,000 
at seven percent interest, when lie 
had more than that amount on de 
posir.

erty destroyed through tires caused 
by carelessness or deliberate re c k ­ 
lessness.

If the com m issioner follows the pol­ 
icy of increasing ra te s where

rected, he will get results and bene­ 
fit the whole nation through

This should he one o f the fu n c ­ 
tions o f a state insurance

Reception Will Be Greatly Improved 
Number Of Broadcasting Stati 
Ì 
ions is 
By POWEL CROSLEY, Jr., 
Member Fourth National Radio C onference

In talking to many Radio men. 
Distributors, Dealers and others 
who should be more familiar with 
the technical side of radio broad­ 
casting, we have been surprised to 
hear the statement made that re­ 
ceiving sets of all kinds are not 
sufficiently selective on the lower 
band of wave lengths from 200 to 
just below 303 meters. 
* 
There seems to be a generally 
false impression that the howling 
whistling and interference, the lap­ 
ping over of stations on the lower 
broadcasting 
bands—occupied 
by 
the so-called Class “A" broadcasting 
stations—is due to the lack of se­ 
lectivity in the receiving sets. 
It must be remembered that the 
broadcasting stations on the lower 
bands have exactly the same separ­ 
ation in kilocycles, and although it 
it true that the wave lengths draw 
closer together with the same sep­ 
aration as to kilocycles, the sta­ 
tions on the lower bands could very 
readily be separated If there were 
but a single station located on each 
wave channel. 


300 meters which was still reserved 
for Class “A” stations that did not 
desire to go below 300 meters, and 
a band between 200 and 300 meters 
for Class “A” stations. 
At iirst, those stations which were 
unable to qualify for ('lass “B“— 
either by power or equipment— 
were placed in the Class “A” band. 
An effort lias been made continually 
to prevent interference on the same 
wave length between Class “B” sta­ 
tions, in the range from slightly 
below 300 meters to 545 meters, 
therefore, the Class “B” band has 
been less subject to interference, 
excepting where the station lias 
swung from its allotted frequency, 
because it has been so arranged 
that there is either a division of 
time or a wide separation of dis­ 
tance between any two stations 
operating on the same wave length 
in the Class “B” band. 
At first when the Class “A” band 
was established, it was a simple 
problem to allot the wave lengths to 
the low-er powered stations so that 
they could be separated by suili-

made to put more of the Class “A 
¡ stations in the Class “B” band, th

j tended and there would be unsat 
isfactory reception over the entin 
broadcasting band.

I believed that gradually the numbei 
of broadcasting stations will tie re 
dueed until eventually it will Ik 
possible to have satisfactory recep 
ti >n on every wave length. But, a* 
J the present time, it must be reco- 
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The 
accompanying 
illustration 
shows where the real difficulty lies. 
This illustration was distributed at 
the radio conference in Washington 
in November. To fully understand 
it, we must go back into the history 
of broadcasting. 
At first all broadcasting stations 
were located on one wave len gth - 
300 meters. As the number of sta­ 
tions increased, the interference be­ 
tween several stations on the one 
wave length became so great, that 
it was necessary to provide an ad­ 
ditional channel. 
So stations were 
classified. 
The Class “B” station 
and higher powered stations were 
placed on 400 meters; Class “A” 
stations remained on 3G0 meters. 
Soon the trouble was just as bad 
as ever on the two wave channels, 
so provision w’as made to separate 
the Class “B” stations over a band 
from approximately 300 meters to 
445 meters, with the exception of

nized that it is a matter of luck 
only when the distant listener is 
able to bear a satisfactory program 
from a station located in the Class 
“A” band. That luck is based upon 
b r i n g fortunate enough to hear one 
station operating alone on its wave 
length, or, at least one station 
which so far dominates that wave 
length in power, that these power­ 
ful and more distant stations oper­ 
ating on the same wave length will 
not cause a heterodyning bcat-note, 
which is unpleasant. 
The point I desire to make, is that 
the design of a receiving sot can­ 
not create this difficulty. 
The ele­ 
ment of selectivity in a receiving 
set has no bearing whatsoever upon 
creating this condition. 
So called 
straight lined frequency condensers 
are of no assistance. The only cure 
is the element of time, and that 
most fundamental law of nature— 
the survival of the fittest.

Poultry 
And 
Dairying, Formerly 
Left to Care of Farm Wives, In­ 
tensively Developed 


BIG INCREASE IS SHOWN

farm ers oi Nebraska are 
finding 
their own agricultural relief by de­ 
veloping side line business 
instead 
oi waiting action from congress. 
In an exclusive 
interview today, 
Frank K. Reid of the federal and 
state departm ent 
of 
agriculture 
statistics 
outlined to 
the 
Cnit</d 
Press the strides by the Nebraska 
ta n n e rs in creating profitable side 
line industries to off-M»t their h o ­ 
ses from the regular farm crops. 
Poultry 
and 
dairying— formerly 
left to the care of farm wives— have 
been intensively developed within the 


past livi* years, Reid said, and today 
assumed I formidable 
positon 
in 
the gross receipts of the farm. 


The total value 
of poultry and 
egg- 
produced on Nebraska farms 
during tin* past 
year was $31,900 
while the average value 
of eggfe 
produced 
per 
hen was $1.55 as 
compared with $1.22 in 1921. 


“ The strongest 
evidence of this 
side line development," Reid point­ 
ed out, “ is the fact that the aver­ 
age annual egg yield per hen has 
Wen increased from 94 in 1921 to 
73 for 1925. 
Dairy products increased 59 per 
cent since 1922, or from $29,270,- 
497 t<> $40, 421, HI2, Reid said.

shows where the real difficulty lies. 
This illustration was distrib uted at 
the radio conference in Washington 
in Nov emb er. To fully understand 
it, we must go b ack into the history 
of b roadcasting. 
At first all b roadcasting stations 
were located on one wav e length— 
3G0 meters. As the numb er of sta­ 
tions increased, the interference b e­ 
tween sev eral stations on the one 
wav e length b ecame so great, that 
it was necessary to prov ide an ad­ 
ditional channel.

Reception Will Be Greatly Improved When 


Number Of Broadcasting Stations " 


By POWEL CROSLEY, Jr.,

la talking to many Radio men. 


Distributors, Dealers and others 
who should be more familiar with 
the technical side of radio broad- 
casting, we have been surprised to 
hear the statement made that re- 
ceiving sets of all kinds are not 
sufficiently selective on the lower 
band of wave lengths from 200 to 
just belov/ 303 meters. 
"- 


There seems to be a generally 


false Impression that the howling 
whistling »Dd interference, the lap- 
ping over of stations on the lower 
broadcasting bands—occupied by 
the so-called Class "A" broadcasting 
stations—is due to the lack of se- 
lectivity In the receiving sets. 


It must be remembered that the 


broadcasting stations on the lower 
•bands iiave «sactly the same separ- 
ation in kilocycles, and although it 
It true that the wave lengths draw 
.closer together with the same sep- 
aration as to kilocycles, the sta- 
tions on the lower bands could very 
readily be separated If there were 
but a single station located on each 
wave channel. 


3GO meters which was still reserved 
for Class "A" stations that did not 
desire to go below 300 meters, and 
a band between 200 and 300 meters 
for Class "A" .stations. 


At first, those stations which" were 


unable to qualify for Class "B"— 
either by power or equipment— 
were placed in tlie Class "A" band. 
An effort has-been made continually 
to prevent interference on tlie samp 
wave length between Class "B" sta- 
tions, in the range from slightly 
below 300 meters to 545 meters, 
therefore, the Class "B" band has 
been less subject to interference, 
excepting where the station has 
swung from its allotted frequency, 
because it has been ..so arranged 
that there is cither a division of 
time or a wide separation of dis- 
tance between any two stations 
operating on the same wave length 
in the Class "B" band. 


At first \fhen the Class "A" band 


was established, it was a simple 
problem to allot the wave lengths to 
the lower powered stations so that 
they could be separated by suffi-

world will separate two stations 
beating upon cacli oihar or inter- 
fering with ench other. Of coarsa 
it is true that those people .located 
near to such a station will not no- 
tice the interference GO much as 
the people located at a distance. 


Now this condition can only be 


improved by a lessening in tha num- 
ber of broadcasting stations. -The 


I Department of Commerce now re- 
alizes that the broadcasting bano 
is inadequate to lake care of the 
number of broadcasting station.-- 
which now exist. If a demand v.'cr; 
made to put more of the Class "A' 
stations in tiic Class "15" band, tli- 
situation which exists on the lowo. 
wave stations would simply be e>. 
tended and there would be unsal 
isfactory reception over the entin 
broadcasting band. However, It i. 
believed that gradually the niimbci 
of broadcasting stations will be re- 
duced until eventually it will bt 
possible to have satisfactory recep- 
tion on every wave length.

The accompanying illustration 


shows where the real difficulty lies. 
This illustration was distributed at 
tlie radio conference in Washington 
in November. To fully understand 
it, we must go back into the history 
of broadcasting. 


At first all broadcasting stations 


were located on one wave length— 
300 meters. As the number of sta- 
tions increased, the interference be- 
tween several stations on the one 
wave length became so great, that 
it was necessary to provide an ad- 
ditional channel. So stations were 
classified. The Class "B" station 
and higher powered stations were 
placed on 400 meters; Class "A" 
stations remained on 360 meters. 
Soon tlie trouble was just as bad 
as ever on the two wave channels, 
so provision was made to separate 
the Class "B" stations over a band 
from approximately 300 meters to 
.445 meters, with the exception of 


cicnt distance to cause little inter- 
ference, but, as the Class "B" band 
soon became completely occupied 
by- Class "B" stations, higher pow- 
ered stations were compelled, when 
they came in, to take their position 
in the Class "A" band. As a re- 
sult, 'in many cases, several 500 
watt stations and even 5000 watt 
stations, us well as stations of less 
than 500 watts, were piled on top 
of each oilier on the sa:uo frequency 
or wave leiiglh. Many of Hie Class 
•A" stations were Ir.cking in ac- 
curate frequency mea-jnring equip- 
ment, and, as a consequence of the 
piling up of stations on the same 
frequency and the swinging of fre- 
quency of the various stations, a 
situation now exists in tlie so called 
Class "A" band where there is 
hardly a wave length that is free 
from interference between two or 
more stations, which causes that 
wbislling and howling that is BO 
noticeable below 300 meters. 
j 


uized that it is a matter of luck 
only when the distant listener is 
able to lipar a satisfactory prpgrani 
from :i station located in the Class 
"A" hand. That luck is based upon 
being fortunate enough to hear one 
station operating alone on its wave 
length, or, at least one station 
which so far dominates that wave 
length in power, that these power- 
ful and more distant stations oper- 
ating on the same wave length will 
not cause a heterodyning beat-note, 
which is unpleasant. 


Tlie point I desire to make, is that 


the design of a receiving sot can- 
not create this difficulty. The ele- 
ment of selectivity in a receiving 
set has no bearing whatsoever upon 
creating this condition. So called 
straight lined frequency condensers 
arc of no assistance. The only cure 
is the element of time, and that 
most fundamental law of nature— 
the survival of the fittest
